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The reception given by the Congregation to the Sees 
alteration work performed over the last year to the sam 
Temple House, is most gratifying to the Architect 
and the Contractor. 





































In 1926, when the drawings were made for the 
original building, things were different! When 
the Temple House was first built, the Main Floor 
had a large reception room and two classrooms, and 
the floor above it had four classrooms which were 
lost when the Chapel was built in 1939. We cannot 
imagine our Temple House without the Chapel today! 


The Congregation has grown constantly. More 
and more children enroll in our Religious School. 
Every room in the Temple and the Temple House has 
been pushed into service. The time came when 
there was no other place to house classes. It 
was regretfully decided that Guild Hall and its 
adjoining kitchen would have to be sacrificed to 
classrooms. From this area, seven modern class= 
rooms could be made and two small classrooms 
could be enlarged to house a whole class. This 
was done. 


The new classrooms are different in shape, so 
that teachers and students might come closer toge- 
there The wall colors were chosen to give 
interest and enjoyment; the walls were built to 
isolate sounds from neighboring classes, and the 
ceilings built to give sound control within the 
classrooms. 


In using the Top Floor area for classrooms, it 
was necessary to find an area for all functions 
that had been housed there. The gymnasium had 
little use as a regular gym. Although there were 
technical difficulties involved, ways were found 
to overcome problems of light and sound. The 
kitchen was remodeled, cases added for storage, 
and a magic door weighing over six tons was in- 
stalled. Now, the old gym, which we are sorry to 
have lost, has become our fresh bright Guild Hall, 
the center of our social activities. 
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
